I have recently read the last issue of The 
Maryland Horse which included an editorial 
on the proposed training center. I must be 
frank to admit that for one of the few owner- 
breeder members who were present, it is terri¬ 
bly misleading and a far cry from what actually 
took place. 

If my recollection serves me correctly, after 
our president. Dr. Leonard, opened the meeting 
and outlined the various and sundry phases of 
the proposed center, the meeting was opened 
to a more or less question and answer session. 
After a lengthy discussion of the pros and cons, 
the reaction of the majority was in my opinion 
certainly a negative one. 

After the question and answer period of 
the meeting our new vice-president Hal 
Clagett, asked us all to move forward as 
he wished to enlighten us on some of the 
finer facets of the proposed center, such as a 
medical center for the vets, an educational 
division where a library would be housed, the 
training track, stabling and housing facilities, 
etc. Our good friend Hal was not limited, as 
he usually is in his profession, by time, so it 
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was a rather lengthy dissertation. However, 
when he had set forth all of his proposed 
propaganda, a motion was made. This motion, 
as I understood it, was whether or not the 
officers and directors should pursue any further 
research on the proposed center or should it 
be dropped. 1 believe the correct vote was 19 
in favor, while several abstained. 

I personally feel that before the proposed 
center can become a reality, a great many 
questions must be answered and a very de¬ 
tailed plan must be submitted as to where it 
will be located, the number of acres necessary, 
at least some general idea as to the amount of 
money necessary not only to build but main¬ 
tain the center. Until such time as these facts 
are presented to the owner-breeder members 
of the organization, there will be a question 
as to whether this center is for the best interest 
of our organization. 

I hope I haven’t taken up too much of your 
time.

Training Thoroughbred Horses 

By Preston M. Burch 

130 pages Price: $6.00 
Published by The Blood-Horse, Box 4038, 
Lexington, Ky. 40504 

Training Thoroughbred Horses is a 
revised and updated edition of an earlier 
volume written by Preston M. Burch, one of 
Americas outstanding trainers. 

Mr. Burch spent more than half a century as 
a trainer at race tracks in America and Europe. 
His observations are given in this book in 
logical progression for the benefit of both 
the novice horseman and the experienced 
professional. 

Mr. Burch’s approach to training Thorough¬ 
breds is eminently practical. To read this book 
is to gain a new appreciation of the many 
details of a racing stable operation. 

In his foreword, Mr. Burch writes: "If some 
one little thing in this book helps a young 
trainer in some way I will feel fully repaid 
for the time and work that I have put in with 
Mr. (Alex) Bower in getting these facts 
together. 

"I have always considered my father a great 
horseman and a great trainer of horses and 
I have tried in a small way to emulate him. 
He is said to have had more friends on the 
race track than any man who ever trained 
horses. 

"Racing has been my whole life, and, like 
my father, I love horses. I felt myself greatly 
honored when approached by The Blood-Horse 
to write this book." 

Mr. Burch bought his first horse in 1902. 
He was then 18 years old. During the following 
half-century he was among the world’s leading 
trainers, campaigning in both the United 
States and Europe. He retired in 1957 
following a heart attack, his son Elliott 
succeeding him as trainer of his stable. 

Throughout his life Mr. Burch has proved 
himself a remarkable man. Not the least of 
his accomplishments is this book which 
openly and frankly sets before the world an 
insight into his vast storehouse of information 
concerning the Thoroughbred.

At a time when Thoroughbred racehorses 
are breaking down—too often before their 
owners and trainers can enjoy the reward of 
seeing them attain their promised potential— 
it is important for horsemen to give attention 
to all of the factors involved in the racing life 
of these horses. 

Weight is one of these factors and it is well 
to inquire into the evolution of weights on 
the racehorses, and the reasons for changes that 
have accompanied the historical development 
of this most beautiful and valuable animal, 
as never before. 

To that end a classic study has been made 
by Mrs. Irene McCanliss, who has been collect¬ 
ing data for nearly 20 years here and in 
England, and has presented her findings in an 
extraordinary book, WEIGHT ON THE THOR¬ 
OUGHBRED RACEHORSE, issued in a limited 
edition of 600 signed, numbered copies dis¬ 
tributed by The Devin-Adair Company. 

In a foreword, Joseph A. Estes, of The 
Thoroughbred Record, writes: "This is a rare 
book in several senses of the term. It is un¬ 
usual in subject, approach and intent. Because 
of the limited printing it becomes at once a 
rare book in the literal sense, except for the 
connotation of age .... The subject has never 
before been explored so thoroughly." 

Mrs. McCanliss has included facsimile pages 
from some of the oldest racing books published 
in England from the 16th Cenmry on, includ- 
ing pages from the Cheny Calendar of 1727; 
John Pond’s first general rules of racing ever 
compiled and published in England (1751), 
and several others. 

The book also considers the controversial 
subject of handicap racing, the matter of turf 
courses in America, the issue of jockeys, their 
weight, training and influence. There are also 
weight-for-age scales from the earliest ones ever 
offered for use in England and the United 
States, up to current scales and weight data 
from other present day racing countries.

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First Foal Bred By Maryland 
Horsewoman Beats Damascus 
A Nose At Delaware Park

o verlooking her very considerable beauty 
and wealth, America’s horsemen are staring hard 
at Helen Jennings, attempting to fathom the 
remarkable accomplishments of her Alder 
Branch Farm located on the Eastern Shor^ of 
Maryland. 

The climax to Mrs. Jennings’ success story 
came last month at Delaware Park when her 
4-year-old Maryland-bred colt Exceedingly hung 
a nose defeat on Preakness-Belmont winner 
Damascus in Delaware Park’s $50,000 duPont 
Handicap. 

Exceedingly is the first horse ever bred by 
Mrs. Jennings. 

Her second is Gordorigo, also a stakes 
winner. 

Mother of six children (ages 22 to 11) 
and stepmother to two others, Helen Jennings 
lives with all eight children and her retired 
naval captain husband, Lewis Brooke Jennings, 
at their spacious farm near Centreville. 

Fronting on the Corsica River’s Alder Branch, 
the 32 5-acre estate comes close to offering the

ultimate in natural beauty. Two miles from 
Alder Branch, Mrs. Jennings operates a second 
farm, 316-acre Eversley. 

Both farms are used entirely for horsesw 

It was at Alder Branch that both Exceed¬ 
ingly and Gordorigo were bred and raised. 
They were the first two race horses ever to be 
foaled at the farm. That both should win 
stakes seems incredible, even to their owner. 

Although a newcomer to the American 
racing scene as a Thoroughbred breeder, Mrs. 
Jennings has a horse background tracing 
back three generations in Virginia. 

Her father, who died in 1957, was William 
H. Lipscomb, owner of the Raspberry Plain 
Farm near Leesburg. Mr. Lipscomb (a tall 
man who was known to his friends as '’Big 
Shorty”) was an owner-breeder most of his 
lifetime. 

Mrs. Jennings’ maternal grandfather was 
Samuel Ross, a Virginia breeder-owner who 
died in 1930 at the age of 70 after more than 
a half-century in the sport. Mr. Ross’s partner 
in many of his horse deals was Admiral Cary 
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T. Grayson, famous for his association with 
President Woodrow Wilson. 

Although Admiral Grayson lived until 1938, 
a dispersal of all Ross-Grayson horses was held 
following Ross’s death in 1930. From that sale 
Mrs. Jennings’ father acquired ten broodmares. 

"Pa stayed in the racing and breeding game 
for quite a while,” recalls Mrs. Jennings. "But 
gradually he lost interest as the years passed. 
Racing became too commercial for him. It got 
to be so difiPerent from the way he remembered 
it as a young man. 

"Finally he dropped out entifely. 

"I was sad about that and tried to get him 
back in the sport. I felt like horses had been 
such a big part of his life that he still needed 
them for an interest. 

"So in 1956 we went to Saratoga, and he 
bought two yearlings I had picked out for 
him. One was Ripspur (Rippey-Hollyhock by 
Blue Larkspur) and the other was Tedgem 
(*Beau Gem-Tedema by Teddy). Ripspur cost 
$2,500 and Tedgem $6,700. 

"Pa died the next year when the horses were 
2-year-olds. I went on and raced them. Ripspur 
was fairly decent. He’d win about $10,000 
every year. But the more expensive colt was 
nothing. We tried him everywhere. 

"We wound up with him at Hagerstown, 
still trying to break his maiden. I remember 
they froze his legs before the race. I had never 
heard of that before. After the race (he finished 


The Alder Branch farm manager, Jim Dulin. 
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third) he came back dead lame. I said that 
was enough of that sort of thing. I told the 
trainer Tedgem would never race again. 

"We castrated him, brought him home and 
I used him for a while as a riding horse. 
Wound up selling him to some girl in 
Connecticut.” 

In 1958 Mrs. Jennings went to Saratoga 
again as a buyer. This time she did the bidding 
for her own account. When the sale was over 
she found herself the owner of two yearling 
fillies. 


Alder Branch Farm's five yearling fillies 
graze at Mrs. Jennings' second farm, Evers- 
ley, located a few miles from Alder Branch. 

One was Improve (Better Self-Vinina by 
Vincentive), the other Think Positive (Nullify- 
Reminiscing by Haltal). Improve cost $6,200 
and Think Positive $1,500. 

"Mike Freeman was my trainer then,'* 
recalls Mrs. Jennings. "He had looked both 
fillies over for me before the sale. I wouldn’t 
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think of buying a yearling without getting 
my trainer to check him out. They can see so 
many things that escape me.” 

Mr. Freeman (currently trainer of Alfred 
Gwynne Vanderbilt’s Sagamore Farm) went 
halves with Mrs. Jennings (who was then 
Mrs. Burdette S. Wright, Jr.) on Think 
Positive. 

It would have been better for Mike if he 
had forgotten Think Positive and taken a 
half-interest in Improve. Think Positive did 
mn one race, but she died when a 3-year old. 
Improve won her first start (at now defunct 
Jamaica) as a 2-year-old, went on to place 
in several stakes and earned over $65,000. 

Delighted by the success of Improve, Mrs. 
Jennings went back to Saratoga the following 
year (1959) and bought Improve’s full sister, 
Exceed. 

”But,” says Mrs. Jennings, "there were 
other people who wanted Exceed, too. Because 
Improve had done so well, the value of her 
full sister had really shot up. I got Exceed, 
but she cost me $15,200.” 

In I960 Mrs. Jennings had both of the 
fillies running for her. 

Improve, then a 3-year-old, continued to 
win allowance races and get the minor awards 
in stakes. Exceed, although gifted with 
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Captain and Mrs. Jennings with three of her 
children. They are Mary Elizabeth, Thomas 
and Sandy Wright. Captain Jennings retired 
from Navy in January with 25 years service. 

Two-week-old fawn is one of the children's 
pets. Special pen has been constructed to 
house him. Fawn was found in field being 
mowed and is now being raised on cow's milk. 





exceptional early speed, was disappointing as 
a runner. 

She raced two seasons, won two races (both 
at Aqueduct) and was retired to stud. 

"I look for speed in broodmares,” says Mrs. 
Jennings, ’’and Exceed had speed. Once at 
Monmouth she ran the first half mile in 44 
and change. In most of her races she’d open 
up four or five lengths in the first half mile. 
Usually she’d get the half in 43 or 46. 

‘'Because she had speed, I wanted to breed 
her to a horse with stamina. That’s how I 
came to choose Third Brother as her mate.” 

Third Brother, now dead, was by *Prince- 
quillo out of Hildene by Bubbling Over. He 
earned over S300.000 and was a full brother 
to Hill Prince ($422,000) and Prince Hill

($98,000) and a half-brother to First Landing 
($779,000) and Mangohick ($115,000). 

From this mating of Third Brother to Exceed 
came Exceedingly. 

'T had bought Alder Branch Farm in 1959,” 
says Mrs. Jennings. “Exceed was the first 
mare I brought to the farm. 

“I remember real well when she gave us our 
first foal. It was the spring of 1963. The 
weather was cold and Exceed was three days 
away from being due. 

“Because the mare hadn’t bagged up or 
run any milk, I didn’t think she’d foal early. 
But, anyway, at 3 in the morning I put on 
a housecoat and flopped down to the barn to 
check on her. 

“She was standing there eating hay. Still 
no milk. No bag. 

“I went back to bed. At 6 Albert Wilson, a 
colored man I had working for me who’s now 
retired, went to the barn and found Exceed 
still eating her hay but this time there was a 
colt foal standing beside her. 
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"We thought it was such a sneaky way for 
Exceedingly to arrive that we nicknamed 
him Sneaky Pete. Whenever I talk about 
Exceedingly even to this day I call him 'Pete’ 
or 'Sneaky Pete’. 

"We found out that even with her other 
foals in later years that Exceed gives no advance 
warning that she’s about to foal. She can be 
eating hay. Stop, turn around three times and 
have her foal. You can be watching her for 
days, go up to the house for a cup of coffee and 
come back and find a foal beside her.’' 

Because Exceed was Mrs. Jennings’ only 
broodmare in 1963, the horsewoman decided 
to take in a boarder as company for her 
mare and foal. The mare she boarded was 
Mike Freeman’s Exception who had a Nade 
colt at her side.

The Nade colt was named Crying Towel. 

Crying Towel and Exceedingly grew up 
together at Alder Branch. 

In 1963 they were the farm’s only weanlings. 
In 1964, the farm’s only yearlings. 

In 1965 they opposed each other in the 
$20,000-added Pimlico Breeders Stakes. Ex¬ 
ceedingly was third (behind Miss Spin and 
Politely), Crying Towel fifth. 

In 1966 the two colts again met in two 
stakes races. Exceedingly won both (the 
$15,000 Annapolis at Bowie and the $15,000 
Challedon at Pimlico) while Crying Towel 
was third in the Annapolis and sixth in the 
Challedon. 

While Exceedingly was proving himself as a 
stakes horse, Mrs. Jennings was busy at the 
farm with other broodmares. 

Her first filly. Improve, was retired after 
the 1962 season and was bred the following 
year to the now deceased * Amerigo. 

In 1964 Improve produced a colt (later 
named Gordorigo) and Exceed produced a 
Globemaster filly named Miss Magellan. 

Making one of her rare mistakes in horse 
trading (but, perhaps proving that she is 
indeed human), Mrs. Jennings sold Gordorigo 
and retained Miss Magellan. Gordorigo went 
on to win the $25,000-added Marylander 
Stakes at Laurel as a 2-year-old for Thomas 
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Mellon Evans’ Buckland Farm, while Miss 
Magellan is still a maiden. 

The almost instantaneous success of Mrs. 
Jennings’ Alder Branch Farm is, says the 
horsewoman, giving her husband a distorted 
viewpoint on racing and breeding. 

"He thinks it’s so easy,’’ says Mrs. Jennings. 
"He has no horse background and ever since 
we’ve been married (August 11, 1965) we’ve 
had exceptional luck. My husband (known to 
his friends as ‘Boots’) has a pure navy back¬ 
ground. He graduated from the Naval Academy 
in the class of 1942 (because of the war, 
graduation actually occurred in December of 
1941) and his brother. Carter Brooke 
Jennings, graduated in 1935. 

"Their father, Lewis W. Jennings, was a 
Navy captain and both of the boys retired 
as captains." 

Boots Jennings retired in January, 1967, 
after having served most of his time as a 
naval aviator aboard the carriers Princeton, 
Forrestal and Intrepid. He is now employed 
by the Avco Corporation with an office in 
Washington. 


Two of the eight children living now at 
Alder Branch are Captain Jennings' from a 
previous marriage. They are 18-year-old Brooke 
Jennings (who will enter Briarcliff College 
next fall) and 16-year-old Marshall Jennings 
(a student at Severn School). 

The other six children are all Mrs. Jennings’ 
by earlier marriages. 

They are: Joseph Henderson (22 years old 
and a graduate of Harvard), Duncan Wright 
(18 years old; he has been in Argen^na for 
the past two years with his father but has 
now returned and will enter Lee Academy 
in Massachusetts this fall); Campbell Wright 
(16 years old; a student at Salisbury School 
who is working during the summer for the 
Centreville veterinarian Arthur Blaney); 
Thomas Wright (15 years old; a student at 
Hoosak School in Hoosick, N. Y.); Mary 
Elizabeth Wright (14 years old; a student at 
Oldfields School), and Alexander (Sandy) 
Wright (11 years old; a student at Landon 
School in Washington). 

The children have their own clubhouse 
(which is also a dormitory for the boys) on 
the farm. Among the clubhouse’s residents are

a tame squirrel and a tame but timid racoon. 
In the stable area, the children have another 
pet which they are raising on a bottle: a two- 
week-old fawn which was found when only 
a few days old in a field being mowed. 

Although it is true that Captain Jennings 
is himself a newcomer to racing, he is learning 
rapidly about the sport. 

“He reads so many books on racing,*’ said 
his wife, “that he’s getting to know more about 
the sport’s history than I do. When he 
finishes a book he quizzes me. I find it’s 
embarrassing how little I know. 

“I remember the first time I had a date with 
Boots I had to call up and break it because 
Improve was about to foal. That was the 
funniest excuse he said he had ever heard of.”

Exceedingly will, no doubt, be going to stud 
himself one of these days. 

Asked where he might stand, Mrs. Jennings 
replied that she knew only where he will not 
stand. 

“It won’t be here,” she said. “I don’t want 
to get involved in standing any stallions. All 
the barns you have to build for boarders, all 
the problems, all the headaches. I don’t want 
any of that. 

“I just want a stable of four or five race 
horses. Sometimes I’ll sell yearlings and some¬ 
times I won’t. I’ve got to feel my way along and 
make decisions as things come up. 

“We’re selling Exceed’s Restless Native 
yearling this year at Saratoga. If he were a filly, 
I’d probably keep him. But a colt is something 
I don’t need right now. That’s why we’re 
selling him.” • 
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Exceedingly’s Trainer Says 
Damascus 

‘One Helluva Horse’ 


i hat was terrific time for the race,” said 
Exceedingly’s 50-year-old trainer, Joseph P. 
Considine, in referring to Delaware Park’s 
$50,000 duPont Handicap, "and I feel like 
Damascus came out of the race a bigger horse 
than he was before he ran in it. 

’'All the newspaper fellows want to dramatize 
my decision on starting Exceedingly. They 
make it sound like my mind wasn’t made up 
until the last instant. 

"Well, I worked Exceedingly on the Tuesday 
before the race three-quarters of a mile. So I 
must have had something in mind. I told 
them after that work that they could count me 
in unless it came up mud. I’ve learned not to 
run that colt in mud. 

'Tt’s true I didn’t think we could beat 
Damascus. I was willing to concede him first 
money. But I sure was interested in the rest 
of the pot. Even if we had gotten second 
money it would have been a big thing.” 

Considine, a native of Brighton, Mass., has 
been around the race tracks for 30 years. 
He doesn’t get excited easily, and a horse has 
to prove himself conclusively before Joe will 
accept him as a topnotcher. 

When asked to talk about Exceedingly, 
Considine shifts almost immediately to 
Damascus. 

Concerning the Preakness-Belmont winner 
owned by Mrs. Thomas Bancroft and trained 
by Frank Whiteley, Jr., Mr. Considine has 
nothing but the strongest words of praise. 

"He was a 3-year-old against older horses 
in the duPont,” says Joe. "On the scale he 
gave my horse seventeen pounds. That’s an 
awful lot of weight. 

"Well, if my horse beats Damascus in so-so 
time, you can say that Damascus isn’t any 
great horse. But here they come down the 
stretch head and head. Like a two-horse team. 
Actually Damascus gets in front of my horse

a little bit. Then my horse comes on again. 
They’re both dead game and both trying their 
hearts out. The wind up is they’re two-fifths 
of a second off the track record. 

"Sure, I say my horse is game as they come 
to stick in there and get his nose in front 
again after he’s headed. But what about that 
3-year-old? He’s giving us seventeen pounds 
on the scale (eight actual pounds: 113 on 
Exceedingly, 121 on Damascus) and he gets 
beat a nose in near track-record time. He’s got 
to be one helluva horse!” 

Joe made his way to the race track in 1937, 
starting off as a groom for Eddie Feakes who 
was then training for the late Amory Haskell. 
At that time Considine was 20 and had a 
background of show horses, hunters and 
jumpers in the Boston area. 

After working four years for Feakes, 
Considine went off on his own, training a 
public stable in the New England area. He 
left the tracks for the Air Force in World 
War II, serving as a staff sergeant in communi¬ 
cations in the Pacific theatre. 

When Japan surrendered, Joe went back 
to racing. 

"First horse I got after the war was Park 
Heights,” he recalls. "I’ve had some fairly 
nice ones since then. Oclirock for Peter Fuller 
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Trophy presentation in the William duPont, Jr. Handicap: Jockey Frank Lovato^^ Mrs. Jennings, Mrs. 
J. H. Tyler McConnell, Mrs. Bruce Donaldson and trainer Joe Considine. Mrs. McConnell and Mrs. 
Donaldson are daughters of the late William duPont, Jr. founder of Delaware Park race track. 


and Nickel Boy for Elmendorf. Actually, I had 
Nickel Boy less than a year when he broke 
his forearm at Laurel." 

Mr. Considine now has an eight-horse stable 
for three different owners. 

Exceedingly is far and away the best. 

Concerning his "big" horse, Joe says: 

"There’s nothing much unusual about him. 
He runs hard, and he’s durable. He’s not a 
good shipper. He doesn’t throw a fit or any¬ 
thing in the van. It’s just that he gets washy 
and is visibly disturbed. But he nevers misses 
a meal. He’s a good doer. 

"He doesn’t like an off race track, and his 
races on the grass at Laurel were disappointing. 
But I still think he might handle the grass 
all right. I’m going to try him on it again. 


"He’s easy to gallop and he’s a willing 
worker. I’d say he takes a moderate to hard 
amount of training. But he enjoys his training. 
Nothing upsets him. He’s honest. No tricks 
with him. Not even studdish." 

As to Exceedingly’s plans for the summer 
and fall, Considine is vague. 

"We’ll ship to Atlantic City," says the 
trainer, "and see what comes up." • 


The Maryland Horse will cover the 
Saratoga auction in next month’s issue, 
giving particular attention to the half- 
brother to Maryland-bred Exceedingly, 
winner of $140,000 including the duPont 
Handicap.

Monkton^s Once Abandoned Hotel 

















Houses A Postmaster 
Who Trains And 
Breeds His Own 
Racing Stable

]N[ot every postmaster breeds his own race 
horses and lives in a 40-room house, but the 
man who handles the United States mail in 
Monkton does exactly that. 

J. Landon Reeve would be the first, however, 
to disclaim financial wealth such as is normally 
associated with big houses and racing stables. 

The 48-year-old postmaster bought his 
mansion nine years ago. The house was actually 
an abandoned hotel which had been built in 
1840. Adjoining the hotel was the Monkton 
post office. That, of course, was the item which 
appealed to Mr. Reeve. 


By living in the old hotel, he could walk out 
a side door and be at the post office. And, as a 
source of additional income, there was a grocery 
store on the hotels first floor and commercial 
gasoline pumps in the front yard. 

So Landon bought the package. 

Along with the 40-room house, general 
merchandise store and two gasoline pumps 
went one and a half acres of ground and a 
granary which could be readily converted into 
a horse stable. 

It might seem that horse breeding is an odd 
avocation for a postmaster. But in Monkton 














no eyebrows are raised. To live in Monkton is 
to live with horses. So why shouldn’t the 
postmaster own, train and breed his own 
Thoroughbreds? 

With his wife and four children (three sons 
and a daughter who today range in age from 
27 to 19) Mr. Reeve moved into the Monkton 
Hotel which lies hard by the Pennsylvania 
Railroad tracks. 

He brought with him one broodmare (Squaw 
Pigeon) who was in foal to an ex-plater named 
Great Hope as the result of an accidental 
breeding. 

The granary was made into a stable, a fence 
was built around the yard on the side and back 
of the hotel, and Landon Reeve was in business. 

Squaw Pigeon, now 19 years old, has been the 
postmaster’s only broodmare. 

Her current 3-year-old is Monktonian (a son 
of Our Dad.) Although he has failed to win, 
he has earned 32,300 by finishing second, 
third and fourth. At Delaware Park last month 
he was beaten a nose in $5,000 claiming 
company. Out of sixteen starts this year, 
Monktonian has brought home checks in seven 
races. 

Licensed as a trainer and as an owner, Landon 
is also a breeder-owner member of the Mary¬ 
land Horse Breeders Association. When not 
busy sorting mail or training his horse, Mr.

is one of the smallest and least expensive in 
Maryland. Last year the total cost for my 
horses was $1,800. 

"Monktonian has earned $2,300 already in 
1967 , so it looks like Til have a real good year.” 

How can a man keep a broodmare, a race 
horse and a hunter on $1,800.^ 

Landon says the main thing is to eliminate 
labor ("do everything yourself”) and to do 
your own hauling ("IVe got a trailer I pull 
with my 1951 truck”). 

Another factor with Mr. Reeve in keeping 
costs down is that he consistently makes the 
most out of the opportunity at hand. 

In 1957 , for example, he lived on Wesley 
Chapel Road in Monkton. At that time he was 
a rural carrier. He owned Squaw Pigeon (who 
had been given to him by Clinton Emich). He 
had her in a field adjoining a neighbor s field 
in which there was a stallion. 

The neighbor was former jockey Tony Russo. 
The stallion was former race horse Great Hope. 

One night Great Hope jumped the fence 
and the next spring Squaw Pigeon had her 
first foal. 

"I named that foal Flying Hope. But he never 
earned a nickel. I ran him five times and then 
decided to make a hunter out of him. He’s an 
excellent jumper. The Elkridge-Harford is 
kind enough to let me go out with them. I 
hunt in the fall up until the ground freezes. 
I’m what you’d call an early fall hunter.” 

After producing Flying Hope, the broodmare 


Reeve can be found pumping gasoline or tend¬ 
ing the store. 

Landon went to work for the post office 
eighteen years ago. For the first nine of those 
years he was a rural carrier in Monkton. Then, 
in 1958, he became postmaster. 

Today, he has two clerks (one of them is 
Mrs. Reeve) and two rural carriers on his staff. 
The post office workday begins at 6 A.M. ("the 
mail comes in by truck at quarter-after-six— 
it hasn’t come by train since 1951”) and ends 
at 4:30 P.M. 

The store ("we only sell little things like 
candy, cigarettes, ice cream and razor blades— 
people won’t support a real country grocery 
anymore”) is open from 11 A.M. to 1 P.M. and 
from 4 to 6 P.M. 

The gasoline pumps work whenever a 
customer needs gas, and, as all horsemen know, 
there’s always something to be done with the 
broodmares and runners. 

"I guess,” said Landon, "that my operation 
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Reeve's one and a half acre 'pasture field' 
(below) provides scant grass for the three 
horses. They are shown here eating hay. 
Weathered sign at left states Monkton Hall 
was built in 1861. St. James Episcopal Church 
is only a few miles from Monkton post office.

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Squaw Pigeon was given a long rest. It wasn’t 
that Landon didn’t have faith in her, it was just 
that he didn’t have room for another horse. 

Finally, in 1963, Mr. Reeve bred the mare to 
Hirsch Jacobs’ Our Dad who was standing at 
nearby Stymie Manor Farm. The resulting 
foal, Monktonian, is a solid claiming-class 
mile track runner. 

”I turned down $5,000 for him after his 
last race at Delaware,” says the postmaster. 
"I don’t want to sell him. It doesn’t cost much 
for me to train him, and he runs so honest 
I know I can make more money than that 
racing him.” 

When Landon says his training costs are 
low, he speaks nothing but the truth. 

He keeps Monktonian at his home, irrespec¬ 
tive of where the races are being run. The 
gelding has a stall in the converted granary. 
Twice a day he is turned out in the small 
exercising yard with an unraced * River War 
ridgling (a boarder) and his older half-brother, 
Flying Hope. 

The three horses nibble at hay, amble around 
under the trees and swish their tails at flies. 
Grass is non-existent. 

Despite the fact that Monktonian is racing 
fit, he never kicks his two horse companions— 
a fortunate thing for his compatriots since he 
has shoes on all four feet. 

"When you turn horses out like this every 
day,” explained Landon, "they don’t get tense 
and excitable. They relax, instead. Maybe my 
horse would run better if he was at the race 
track all the time, but I don’t think so. I 
believe this daily relaxation period helps him.” 

Like most other horses, Monktonian gets his 
training in the mornings. 

As soon as Landon squares away his post 
office work he puts the horse on his trailer and 
takes him either to a neighbor’s farm (when 
being galloped) or to the Timonium race track 
(when being worked.) 

"My trailer’s real good,” said Mr. Reeve. "I 
bought it from Bill Albright at Stymie Manor. 
But my truck has seen better days. 

"On a short run it doesn’t worry me. But 
when I get on that Kennedy Highway to go to 
Delaware Park I’m always plenty worried. I’d 
sure hate to have a breakdown on that road 
with my horse in the trailer. 

"Last time I ran at Delaware the radiator on 
the truck clogged up. I was coming down the 
Kennedy with the temperature showing 
between 180 and 212 degrees. It cooled down

Monktonian, with Wendell Mullins up, works 
with one of the Stymie Manor horses at Tim¬ 
onium. Monktonian is horse closest to rail. 
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when I went down a hill and heated up when 
I went up a hill. I was dying. But we made 
it all right.” 

Landon, a native Marylander from Harford 
county, has always been interested in horses. 

"I spent my summers as a boy,” he recalls, 
'with my Uncle Charley Pearce. I used to hear 
tales from him and his friends about racing. I 
guess that’s how I got started. 

"And this neighborhood I live in sort of 
encourages you to think about horses. On a 
per capita basis I doubt if there are many 
postmasters who handle more horse magazines 
than I do. Our carriers have 80 miles to travel 
and we serve about 3,000 patrons. Almost all 
of them have an interest in horses. 

"Even my house reminds me of horses. It was 
built here as a hotel for salesmen and town 
people who had business in the country. There 
was a livery stable right next door. They’d get 
off the train, rent a room and hire a horse. That 
was the way it used to be. But the hotel went 
out of business in 1912. The automobile 
killed it.” 


Today the Reeve family occupies the 
Monkton Hotel’s first floor. Landon has rented 
out the second floor to another family. The 
third floor (damaged in an abortive attempt 
at restoration) is vacant. 

Monkton is, of course, a part of My Lady’s 
Manor. The Manor came into existence in 1712 
when Charles Calvert, third Lord Baltimore, 
married a young, fourth wife and gave her 
10,000 acres in Maryland which he named 
"My Lady’s Manor.” 

Then came deaths and marriages and a 
revolution. 

Finally, the land belonged to William 
Gwynn. He renamed the place Monkton in 
honor of Monkton Priory in Wales, his former 
home. 

With such an old English background, is it 
any wonder that Monkton’s postmaster foxhunts 
with the Elkridge-Harford breeds, trains and 
owns race horses and lives in a 40-room 
house.^ •

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. Mergler Began As Jockey 
Is Now Sagamore’s 
‘On The Farm Trainer’

J. C. JVIergler surprises no one with the fact that he is a 
retired race-rider. 

Not over five feet tall, Mr. Mergler has spent 46 years with 
horses and speaks almost apologetically about a month-long fishing trip 
he took in 1929. 

In charge of all the racing stock at Sagamore Farm, Mr. Mergler 
has had experience riding, training and supervising a farm division, 
as well as owning his own farm and breeding his own horses. 

He lives in Glyndon with his wife, Mary, in a modern, stone 
house with a beautiful view of Sagamore Farm and the Worthington 
Valley. Although the Merglers own only one acre of ground in 
Glyndon, they have a 26-acre farm in Perryville. They keep their lone 
mare and foal at Mrs. A. R. Zimmerman’s farm in Glyndon. 

Mrs. Mergler shares her husband’s inrerest in horses although 
she knew little about them before she was married. 

A retired schoolteacher, she laughingly claims that she quit 
teaching to take care of her colt—a suckling by Restless Native out 
of Candy Lace and a birthday present from Mr. Mergler. Her more 
pressing duties obviously lie in her home, however, with four Norwich 
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terrier puppies which were born on Belmont 
Stakes Day. The Merglers take as much pride 
in raising dogs as they do in raising horses 
and are quite disappointed that there was only 
one “colt” in this litter. 

Concerned about her husband’s “modesty,” 
Mrs. Mergler urged her husband to tell about 
the time he stole a horse. Apparently Mr. 
Mergler actually is guilty of taking one of Mr. 
Vanderbilt’s horses—one specified for a door 
prize at the Preakness Ball. It was a publicity 
stunt and “that happened a long time ago.” 

The Glyndon horseman would obviously 
rather talk about the parts of his past that were 
“on the level.” 

He is one of five brothers, the first of whom 
invaded racing in 1912.

All of them were jockeys. 

Charlie was leading steeplechase rider in the 
country in 1923. Donald was highly successful 
on the western tracks, and two others, Lamar 
and Monk complete the clan. 

Another relative, Joe Mergler, is described 
by J. C. as "the one they think is me.” The 
confusion is multiplied by the widespread 
publicity that Joe Mergler gets as trainer 
of Tosmah. 

J. C. Mergler s full name is "John Corthell 
Mergler” but when he was a small child his 
parents commenced calling him "J. C.”. It stuck. 

In March, 1921, Mr. Mergler began the 
"long story” of his race track career. 

He says he was then really still a "baby.” 
And he has statistics to prove it. He weighed 
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64 pounds in boots and breeches. When he 
rode his first race at Belmont Park in 1924, he 
weighed in at 84 pounds. Mr. Mergler’s eyes 
twinkle as he recalls the race: ''All I did was 
ride in it—we finished last.” 

A big thrill came in 1925 when the young 
Atlas broke his maiden at Havre de Grace. He 
was riding in his own hometown but had 
imposing competition in the form of Willy 
Munden, one of the top jockeys of that time. 
Mr. Mergler grits his teeth even now in 
thinking about the race. "Munden said ‘I beat 
you, Punk’. I didn’t answer him.” J. C.’s number 
went up (the horse was Billy Man). Munden, 
says Mr. Mergler, was "plenty mad.” 

In 1928, Mr. Mergler was leading rider at 
Pimlico. "Things have changed a lot since 
then. They used to have all the top riders 
there. There weren’t any of these New England 
and Delaware tracks. Pimlico had nothing but 
the best. It was one of the best anywhere.” 

In 1929 Mergler had a brief stop-over in

Cuba, and, when he left forty days later, he was 
$10,000 richer. ("The game was different in 
those days. Owners would bet $100-200 for 
you.”) 

In any event racing (as well as the entire 
nation) changed in 1929. The depression hit. 

J. C. got "fat.” He bought a new car. 
Weighing a hefty 110 pounds, Mergler took 
m the jumpers. That didn’t last long. They were 
"too tough.” He became convinced that there 
must be a "better way.” 

Sagamore Farm needed someone to break 
\'earlings around this time, and it didn’t take 
T. C. long to decide that this might be for him. 
Except for 45 months which he spent in the 
Army during the war, there has been little 
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separation between the life of J. C. Mergler 
and the careers of the Sagamore race horses 
during the intervening years. 

Mr, Mergler spent three years on the farm 
with J. H. (Bud) Stotler, taking care of the 
cripples, then returned to the race track as an 
assistant trainer. 

Besides Stotler, Mergler has assisted Lee 
McCoy, Duval Headley, Bill Winfrey, Stanley 
Greene, George Poole and Mike Freeman. For 
the past eight years he has been in charge of 
all race horses on the farm. 

Mr. Mergler handles his job at Sagamore 
with an elegance reminiscent of the era of the 
big stables of which he so often speaks. There 
was a time, he says, when every stall door was 
decorated with a millionaire’s colors. ’’Now 
everything has changed. It’s just the opposite. 
It’s hard to find a millionaire’s outfit. It’s 
become a business.” 

J. C. patrols his shedrow like an officer 
of the Gestapo. He demands neatness and 
efficiency. Each horse is treated like an honored 
guest and not a secondary, or merely 
necessary, item. 

Although he is a thorough boss, Mr. Mergler 
is also a teacher. While good horses are being

given good care, young boys are being taught 
good habits in riding, grooming and stable 
care. Mergler has eight men working for him 
now, and eighteen horses in the stable. Fifteen 
of these are yearlings. 

Almost as well-known for his success with 
youne horsemen as with young horses, Mr. 
Mergler hires Glyndon boys such as Billy and 
Bobby Bryant, who have been with him 
for eight years. Their boss says they’ll be 
leaving soon (’’they’re getting big”). Replace¬ 
ments will doubtlessly be as young and 
inexperienced as these boys were when they 
arrived, but, with any ambition at all, they 
should be topnotch horsemen by the time 
they leave. 

Mr. Mergler rates Native Dancer as the best 
horse he has ever handled but is actually more 
enthusiastic about the champion’s maternal 
grandsire. Discovery. He had no contact with 
Discovery during his racing career, but he did 
work with him at the farm. J. C. is quite eager 
to point out the tremendous weights (143-5) 
which the horse often carried. 

Next Move and Bed o’ Roses claim filly 
honors with Mergler. 

Both were champions while racing in the 
cerise and white colors of their owner-breeder, 
Alfred Gwynne Vanderbilt. 

Bed o’ Roses was the first to attain champion¬ 
ship ranking. In 1949 she was voted the best 
2-year-old filly of the year. 

In 1950 Next Move was the nation’s best 
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Looking into the future, Mr. Mergler soys 
the sport is, as always, 'unpredictable'. 



3-year-old filly, and the following year Bed 
o’Roses was accorded the championship of the 
filly and mare handicap division. 

There was topnotch opposition going against 
Bed o’ Roses and Next Move during that era. 

In the Demoiselle of 1949, for example, Bed 
o' Roses won as l-to-2 favorite with Next Move 
second. Finishing behind the Vanderbilt entry 
were Rare Perfume (dam of Jaipur, and Rare 
Treat), Busanda (dam of Buckpasser, Bureau¬ 
cracy and Bupers) and Striking (dam of 
Hitting Away, Batter Up and My Boss Lady). 

Unfortunately, Bed o’ Roses died at Sagamore 
Farm before producing a single foal. 

Next Move, however, is the dam of Good 
Move and Restless Native. 

Mergler is quick to add to any of his value 
judgments the fact that he has been around 
good horses all of his life. Since horses from 
different eras never race against each other, it 
is impossible to say for sure which ones are 
best, says J. C. 

His all-time favorite horse is Man o’ War 
("the best one I’ve ever seen”). Man o’ War 
won with style. Mr. Mergler pointed to a 
framed portait of Man o’ War to describe the 
way this horse was different ("there was just 
that something about him”). 

Turning again to the present, Mr. Mergler 
singled out a yearling filly by Native Dancer 
out of Prime Time, champion of the Maryland 
Horse Breeders’ yearling show, as his favorite 
in the stable. Although they do only very 


light training on the farm, this filly "looks the 
part,” states Mr. Mergler. 

For a man who has almost always worked 
with the training and racing of horses, Mr. 
Mergler shows a tremendous interest in 
breeding. He can give the pedigrees of almost 
all of the Vanderbilt horses at Sagamore, simply 
through having known their immediate 
relatives. Sagamore (which was owned by Mrs. 
Margaret Emerson before her son, Alfred G. 
Vanderbilt, took over in 1932) has allowed few 
good horses to leave the farm. 

Mr. Mergler has been able to "live” the 
pedigrees of horses such as the young homebred 
stallion. Restless Native. 

He handled Now What, who was best 2-year- 
old filly of 1939 and is still alive at the Glyndon 
farm. Now What is the dam of Next Move, 
and Next Move produced Restless Native. Mr. 
Mergler will, undoubtedly, be breaking quite a 
few of Restless Native’s yearlings during the 
next several years. 

Mergler’s concern with breeding does not end 
with his interest in pedigrees. He identifies 
quite strongly with the problems of the breeder 
today and feels that something must be done 
for the breeder in all states—not just in 
Maryland. 

Since the breeders are the ones who bear 
the cost of putting the horse on the race track, 
it is most important to take care of their 
financial needs first of all 

Mr. Mergler concedes that many areas of 
racing have improved. Backstretch conditions 
are about 75 per cent better than they were 
when he worked there. 

Maryland has made steps in the right 
direction with programs for breeders and the 
proposed training center. 

But he waves his hand over his head and 
looks out beyond the porch as he mentions 
new tracks in Delaware and Pennsylvania. 
That’s all part of a very unpredictable future. 

Still the Glyndon horseman is far from 
pessimistic. He has his wife ... his dogs . . . 
land . . . and a house overlooking Sagamore 
farm. •

John Manfuso’s Highly 
Successful Stallion 
Spin Dies In Paddock 


J ohn A. Manfuso’s l4-year-old stallion 
Spin was found dead in his paddock during 
the last week of June. The bay horse stood 
for a $2,500 fee and had been bred to 25 
mares this year. 

A son of Count Fleet-Distaff by *Beau Pere, 
Spin achieved considerable success at stud in 
Maryland. His most noted offspring was Miss 
Spin who won three stakes (Maryland Futurity, 
Pimlico Breeders and Rosenna) and set a new 
5 1/2-furlong track record (1.04) at Delaware 
Park. 

Other stakes-winning and stakes-placed 
horses sired by Spin include Spiral (Bowie 
Breeders), Air Spin (Jennings), Moss Neck, 
and Red Scarf. 

Represented by six crops of racing age. 
Spin has sired the winners of approximately 
$750,000. 

Mr. Manfuso reports that Spin was dis¬ 
covered in his four-acre paddock by Manfuso's 
farm manager. Sonny Sims. An autopsy reveal¬ 
ed that the stallion had hemorrhaged internally 
from a ruptured artery probably caused by a 
twisted intestine. 

Spin was retired to stud in 1959 after being 
purchased by Mr. Manfuso from Bernard P. 
Bond. Mr. Manfuso has always been vague as 
to the exact cost of the horse. The two most 
frequently guessed prices are $1 and $100. 

When he concluded his career in 1958 
Spin was competing unsuccessfully in $2,500 
claiming races. During his racing campaign, 
the horse won nine races out of 42 starts and 
earned $27,590. 

Upon retirement. Spin was shipped to 
Cleveland Skinker’s Flamingo Farm near 
Brookeville, Md. A three-man syndicate com¬ 
prised of Manfuso, Skinker and Farm Manager 
Paul Weaver was formed. 
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That syndicate remained intact until Manfuso 
acquired his own farm in 1965. Spin was moved 
to Manfuso’s Osufnam Farm, near Westminster, 
in 1966 and the previously existing syndicate 
was dissolved. 

The death of his prized stallion caused Mr. 
Manfuso to reminisce briefly about his luck 
wdth Aneroid some 25 years ago. 

”1 bought Aneroid for $300 as a yearling at 
an auction sale in Virginia,” said the Maryland 
breeder. ”He was a horse of really extreme 
quality. Beat horses like Seabiscuit, Rosemont, 
and Snark. He won the Suburban Handicap and 
the Carter Handicap in a two-week period. 
I turned down $100,000 for him, and that was 
back there when money was money. 

retired him to stud at the E. K. Thomas 
Farm in Kentucky. In the middle of his second 
year at stud he burned up in the fire which 
destroyed the stallion barn.” 

Mr. Manfuso has never had another horse of 
Aneroid’s class. But in Spin he did have a first- 
rate stallion. 

Said Manfuso: knew Spin could run, even 
though he never earned a great deal of money. 
When he was a 3-year-old he won eight races— 
five of them in a row. They were all allowance 
races at the big tracks. And he did it with the 
worst suspensory I’ve ever seen. 

”A horse has to be a runner to get a record 
like that. 

"I bought him when he was a 6-year-old. 
Bernie Bond had him at Bowie. That was after 
he got cheap and was really hurting. When he 
was good, he was owned by the Cockfield

Stable. Tom Waller trained him then. 

"When I got him in February, 1959, he had 
just run ninth in a $2,500 claiming race. I 
asked Bernie for a price on him. Bernie said: 
'You’ll never get him sound enough to win. 
I don’t think you want him.’ 

"That’s when I told him I was planning to 
buy him as a stallion. 

"Of course, if I had been a commercial 
breeder I couldn’t have taken the gamble. 
But I breed for myself, so I could do what I 
wanted. I’m opinionated. I like to do things 
my own way.” 

And, as time passed, it became apparent that 
Manfuso made a wise selection in Spin. 

"His sons and daughters gave me many a 
thrill,” said Manfuso, "and I’ll get a lot more in 
the years to come. His last crop won’t be 2- 
years-old until 1970.” •

Edstern Fall Bargain 

Cockey Miss, an eight-length winner of the 
$15,000-added New Jersey Futurity last month, 
was sold in the 1966 Eastern Fall Yearling 
Sales for $800. 

The 2-year-old daughter of Our Hope and 
Spoondulix was consigned to the sale by the 
Mairlands Farm and was purchased by Michael 
J. Terry, an exercise boy now employed by 
William G. Christmas. 

Cockey Miss broke her maiden at Pimlico, 
equaling the five-furlong track record of 58 4/5 
set by New Windsor in 1965. Immediately 
after that race Mr. Terry sold the filly to Miss 
Barbara Gordon. 

In Miss Gordon s colors Cockey Miss has 
won two allowance races (Garden State and 
Delaware) and was third in the Polly Drum¬ 
mond Stakes in addition to winning the New 
Jersey Futurity. 

The filly’s sire. Our Hope, is by Uncle Miltie. 
Our Hope was a stakes-placed winner of 
$59,740. Spoondulix, the dam of Cockey Miss, 
is by *Princequillo out of Wise Old Owl. 
Spoondulix was a non-winner (placed at 3) 
who is the dam of the winning Mr. Ribadilbdid 
(by Uncle Miltie). 

Mrs. Obre Buys Hickory 

Hickory, a 3-year-old son of Bold Ruler and 
Sequoia, has been purchased by Mrs. Henry 
Obre. The extremely well-bred colt is currently 
in training but will ultimately join the stallion 
ranks at Mrs. Obre’s Merryland Farm. 
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Twice a winner at 2, Hickory is a half- 
brother to Big Brave (by *Turn-to). Sequoia, 
dam of Hickory and Big Brave, was a stakes- 
winner of $49,000 and is out of *The Squaw II 
who also produced How and Cherokee Rose. 
How is the dam of Pocahontas, the dam of 
Chieftain and Tom Rolfe. 

Michael Wettach, Mrs. Obre’s son, states 
that Hickory will be syndicated. "We will 
reserve shares in the horse now,” said Mr. 
Wettach, "but they will not become effective 
until the horse enters the stud. It’s a good 
chance for breeders. We will make a firm deal 
right now. If the horse should go on to win 
stakes, his value will soar.” 

Bold Stroke To Bonita 

Bold Stroke, a 7-year-old son of Bold Ruler, 
will stand the 1968 season at William Boni¬ 
face’s Bonita Farm near Bel Air for a fee of 
$750. 

The bay horse won eight races and over 

$ 20 , 000 . 

Bold Stroke made his first season at stud 
in 1967 in Virginia. At Bonita he will join 
the stallions Idolater and Bob Wag. 

The stallion is out of *Rosa Bonheur II, 
a daughter of Kerlor. Rosa Bonheur won over 
12,000,000 francs in France. Her stakes 
victories included the Pompadour and Grand 
Prix Beaudille. 

Bold Stroke has a 2-year-old half-brother 
named Hawaian Charger by Native Dancer 
who has not yet started.

Bonny Johnny Over Jumps 

Bonny Johnny, one of the fifteen greatest 
Maryland-bred money-winners of all-time, 
made his debut over hurdles at Monmouth 
Park in June. Winner of nearly $250,000 on 
the flat, the 7-year-old gelded son of *Sea 
Charger finished a disappointing sixth in his 
first jumping engagement. 

Writing in The Chronicle Of The Horse, 
Chris Wood, Jr. made this comment on Bonny 
Johnny’s performance: '‘Richard S. Reynolds, 
Jr.’s Bonny Johnny . . . failed to live up to his 
vaunted reputation. Under amateur rider 
Michael Adams and well equipped with a burr 
and other accouterments, Bonny Johnny ran 
very wide with young Adams swinging on him 
throughout the race to finish sixth.” 

Longer Delaware Season? 

Teddy Cox stated in his column in The 
Morning Telegraph last month that an 
interested group of persons is hopeful that 
the June-July racing season at Delaware Park 
may be lengthened by Delaware’s Legislature. 

Quoting trainers and other interested 
persons as to their reactions to such a sug¬ 
gestion, Cox noted that Delaware Park could 
“seal a complete year-round Maryland-Dela- 
ware major circuit.” 

Haight Hospitalized In N. J. 

Raymond Haight the voice of racing to 
thousands of fans in Maryland and West 
Virginia and a member of the Monmouth 
Park publicity staff, underwent minor surgery 
at the Monmouth Medical Center in Long 
Branch last month. 


Md. Gambling Commission 

Fred K. Grant has been named attorney for 
the Maryland Gambling Study Commission, it 
was announced by Clarence W. Miles, chairman 
of the group appointed by Governor Agnew. 

Grant is on loan from the State’s Attorney’s 
office in Baltimore and was given leave by 
Charles E. Moylan, Jr., State’s Attorney for 
Baltimore, in response to a request by Mr. 
Miles. His duties will be mainly in the extensive 
law research of racing, lotteries and other 
gambling activities now operating in various 
states. 

Miles expressed the appreciation of his 
commission in having the services of Grant. 
“Many of the existing agencies in the state 
can be helpful in making our study the most 
complete and definitive ever undertaken by any 
state,” Miles said. "Mr. Moylan’s cooperation is 
evidence of that fact and we are grateful for 
his interest and assurance of his continuing 
assistance.” 

Grant, 30, is a native of Hartsville, S. C., with 
an impressive scholastic record. He received 
his law degree from the University of Chicago 
in 1961 , under a National Honor Scholarship 
Grant. On graduation he received a grant for 
study of censorship and communications control. 

Mr. Miles also announced the appointment 
of David F. Woods as a racing consultant for 
the Gambling Commission. 

Mr. Woods was for many years publicity 
director at Pimlico and has an excellent know¬ 
ledge of Thoroughbred racing. 

He is 58 and a native of St. Louis. 

Mr. Woods has also written extensively 
about racing and edited "The Fireside Book 
of Horse Racing.”

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Former Commissioner 
Bill Helzer Is Now 
Thoroughbred Breeder

The man who lost out in the recent shuffle 
of Maryland Racing Commission appointments 
was 57-year-old C. William Hetzer, a major 
Democratic political figure in Hagerstown. 

For reasons over which Hetzer had no con¬ 
trol, his five-year term on the commission went 
to J. Newton Brewer, Jr., the former chairman. 

Brewers unexpired term was then assigned 
to D. Eldred Rinehart, the new chairman. 

It was a three-man shuffle, the end result 
being that Rinehart went on the commission 
as chairman. Brewer was demoted and Hetzer 
was dropped. 

Although Hetzer is obviously disappointed 
in his loss of a commission berth, he has noth¬ 
ing but kind words to say about Governor 
Spiro T. Agnew. He does not regard Governor 
Agnews party affiliation (the Governor is a 


Republican) as an impossible obstacle to 
reappointment at some future date. 

Mr. Hetzer’s background in racing has been 
on the management side until recently. He 
served as president of both Baltimore Raceway 
and Bel Air and was a director at Hagerstown. 
When appointed to the commission in 1963 
he severed all such ties, however. 

In the fall of 1965 Mr. Hetzer settled a 
personal loan by accepting some horses in place 
of cash. 

So he is today in the Thoroughbred breeding 
business with five broodmares and three suck¬ 
ling foals. 

Admittedly inexperienced in the breeder- 
owner world of the Thoroughbred, Hetzer has 
hired Monti Sims as his farm manager. The 
62 -year-old former steeplechase rider and

trainer is father of the Osufnam Farm’s mana- 
ger, Sonny Sims. 

Hetzer plans to augment his broodmare 
band during the coming year and also to 
build a new 18-stall horse barn at his Mile¬ 
stone Farm located five miles from the center 
of Hagerstown. 

Cattle (Horned Herefords) are the domi¬ 
nant animals at Milestone Farm (310 acres) 
right now, but if Sims can exert the proper 
influence on his boss the emphasis will be 
shifted to Thoroughbreds in the years ahead. 

Mr. and Mrs. Hetzer have owned Milestone 
for the past twelve years. 

Born and raised in Washington county, 
Hetzer is the son of a nurseryman and is him¬ 
self a graduate of a landscaping school in Des 
Moines. 

But his wealth comes from heavy construc¬ 
tion (roads, government buildings, etc.) and 
engineering work. He entered this field gradu¬ 
ally. From 1935 through 1939 he was the city 
engineer for Williamsport (Md.). In 1939 he 
was appointed a County Roads Engineer. 

Hetzer organized his own engineering and 
construction firm in 1943. Although incorpo¬ 
rated, the firm is family-owned. Stockholders 
include only Hetzer, his wife, Kathryn, and 
his son, C. William, Jr. 

The Western Maryland builder went into 
racing 26 years ago with the founding of

Baltimore Raceway. He was one of the corpora¬ 
tion’s five principal investors. 

He was the Baltimore Raceway’s second 
president, succeeding Eugene Beer. ‘Tor twelve 
years,” says Hetzer, “I went to Baltimore Race¬ 
way every night it was open.” 

When the Raceway purchased Bel Air, 
Hetzer was named president of the Harford 
county track. 

Informed by the then Governor, J. Millard 
Tawes, that he would have to sell his race track 
stock if he wished to accept a Maryland Racing 
Commission appointment in 1963, Hetzer 
readily agreed. He got 91/2 for stock which had 
originally cost him $1 a share. 

Whether he does as well in the Thorough¬ 
bred breeding business remains to be seen. He 
has in Sims a thoroughly schooled manager 
who knows horses from hoof to poll. And his 
farm and its pastures leave nothing to be 
desired. 

Says Sims: "Horses are 80 per cent luck. We 
can supply the other 20 per cent, but it will be 
the 80 per cent that makes us a success or a 
failure.”

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Monti Sims Quits Track 
To Become Farm Manager 

IVIonti Sims, the 62-year-old manager of C. 
William Hetzer’s Milestone Farm, is still small 
enough to be a jockey. 

*'I guess I rode about 80 winners over 
jumps,” says Monti. "That’s a lot for a jump 
rider. If you win fifteen a year you’ve had a 
big year. 

"I quit riding when I was 45. I had my hip 
broken three times and my right leg is an inch 
and three-quarters shorter than my left leg. 

"My doctor (Charles Maxson) said: ‘Listen 
to me Leg And A Half, if you break that leg 
one more time you’re going to lose it.’

Excellent grass is seen in every field at Mile¬ 
stone Farm, five miles from Hagerstown. 

“That’s when I stopped riding.” 

From 1949 through I960 Monti was a 
public trainer. He won 320 races. In I960 he 
went to work for Mrs. Henry Obre, serving 
under Trainer Kenny Field at the track. Later 
he was assistant to Trainer Ray Metcalf. 

“I was born in England,” says Sims. “My 
parents moved to Canada when I was eleven 
months old. I grew up in Canada. When I was 
a boy we lived near the Crowe and Murray 
show ring stable. I used to help out on week 
ends by mucking stalls. Later I worked for the 
Toronto Hunt Club. That’s when a man from 
Virginia saw me and asked me if I’d like to 
move to Virginia. 

“ I did. Went to work for the Orange County 
Hunt Club. Was first whip for them when Mr. 
Fletcher Harper was the master. 

“Started out as a jumper rider in 1923 at 
the old Dennings race track in Washington. I 
was 18 years old and weighed 110 pounds. 
Rode for all the best people: Joseph E. Wide- 
ner, Matt Brady, Jim Healy, Holly Hughes 
Greentree Stable and lots of others. 

“It was a great life and I’d do it the same 
all over again. Except I wish my neck and back 
didn’t ache. 
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I have to wear a brace on my right knee 
all the time. Once I lay in the South Baltimore 
General Hospital for eight months and three 
days. That was in 1934 after a bad spill at 
Pimlico. I guess I was just too wicked to go. 

“After that I got back to riding again but 
I couldn’t bend my knee too well. That handi¬ 
capped me a lot in races. The ones who helped 
me get that fixed were Mrs. (Marion duPont) 
Scott and Mrs. Carroll Bassett. I tell you they 
were so nice to me in paying hospital bills and 
that sort of thing that I still choke up when I 
think about them. 

"The doctors who got me straightened out 
were Dr. Charles Maxson and Dr. George 
Bennett. It was Dr. Maxson who nicknamed 
me 'Old Leg And A Half’. 

“My wife and I didn’t want to see our boy 
Sonnv turn out to be a professional rider like 
me. We wanted him to be a veterinarian. So 
we sent him to the University of Pennsylvania. 

“The first year he was there I made the mis¬ 
take of letting him ride races on Saturdays. 
He’d come home and win four or five at the 
hunt meets. After that I couldn’t get him back 
to school. 

“He wind up breaking two vertebrae and 
crushing another one before he quit.” 

Sonny, like his father, is today a farm manag¬ 
er. He is in charge of John A. Manfuso’s 
Osufnam Farm near Westminster. •

Maryland Gains Maribeau For Stud Duty; 
Cyane Moved To Blue Ridge In Virginia

Maribeau 

M rs.Richard C. duPont, owner-breeder of 
the great Kelso, announced last month that she 
will stand Anthony Imbesi’s Maribeau at her 
Woodstock Farm in Cecil county in 1968. 

Long decrying the shortage of first-class 
stallions in Maryland, Mrs. duPont has at¬ 
tempted to solve to some extent her own 
problems in this regard by obtaining one of 
*Ribot s most brilliant sons. 

The arrival of Maribeau at Woodstock Farm 
this fall will mark the first time a stallion has 
been quartered at the Chesapeake City farm. 
Mrs. duPont is in the process of constructing 
a new stallion complex for her expanded 
operation. 

Maribeau s star shone only briefly as a race 
horse. But is was a star of extreme brilliance 
while it lasted. 

Winner of four consecutive races as a 3- 
year-old, Maribeau won the Fountain of Youth 
Stakes at a mile and a sixteenth in "ridden 
out” style. He coasted home a two and a half 
length winner over Hail To All, the horse 
who later won the Belmont Stakes. 

Maribeau’s fourth and final victory came in 
May of that year at Garden State in a six- 
furlong allowance race. His time was 1.09 1/5 
(continued on page 78)

Cyane, In Maryland Four Years, 
Moved To Virginia By Syndicate

A Imost concurrent with the announcement 
that Maribeau will move to Maryland this fall 
came word from Carroll county that Cyane 
has been moved to Virginia. 

Cyane had been in Maryland in all four 
of the years which he has served as a stallion. 
His loss is most deeply regretted by Maryland 
breeders. 

The Blue Ridge Farm near Upperv’ille is 
Cyane’s new home. Blue Ridge is managed by 
William Ballenger under the direction of 
Preston M. Burch. Also standing at Blue Ridge 
are Mongo, Quadrangle and Sherluck.

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The brilliance of Cyane’s first crop makes 
his loss doubly significant to Marylanders. 
Through mid-July Cyane’s 2-year-olds placed 
him among the national leaders in the fresh¬ 
man sire division. He had out five winners, 
including one stakes winner (Obeah). 

When Cyane was first retired to stud, he 
was syndicated by his owner, the Christiana 
Stables, and was sent to the Merryland Farm 
near Hydes. His second, third and fourth 
seasons were at the Bowling Brook Farm near 
Middleburg (Md.). 

During those years which Cyane stood at 
Bowling Brook the farm was operated by 
Henry S. Clark. On July 1 of this year Mr. 
Clark terminated his lease, and Dr. Raymond 
Murphy became the proprietor. 

Cyane’s 2-year-old career was brilliant, but 
injuries impaired his subsequent record. 

When he won the Futurity on September 
16, 1961, the race’s desperate finish was said 
to have rivaled those of 1888 when Proctor 
Knott edged Salvator, and 1893, when Domino 
beat out Galilee and Dobbins. 

A close finish heightens the drama of any 
contest—but when only a neck and head sep¬ 
arate three colts of the stature of Cyane, 
Jaipur and Sir Gaylord at equal weights there 
is a battle of epic proportions. At the time of 
its running the race was a thing of beauty; 
now, six years later after the principals have all 
retired with heroic reputations, the 1961 
Futurity at Belmont Park assumes its true 
magnificence. 

While his career was tempered by ill for¬ 
tune, Cyane, a bay, 16.3 son of *Turn-to— 
Your Game, by *Beau Pere, proved that day 
that he was a racehorse of the first water. The 
Futurity marked the apex of a career which 
only six weeks previous had not yet begun. 

Bred by Mrs. George L. Harrison, who did 
not live to see the best products (Cyane and 
Oink) of her nursery perform the son of 
*Turn-to was foaled April 12, 1959, at Dan 
W. Scott’s farm near Lexington. Consigned to 
the I960 Saratoga Yearling Sale by James 
L. Wiley, he was purchased by Mr. and Mrs. 
Harry W. Lunger for $34,000. 

The Lungers had named their stable for 
Christiana Hundred, the colonial division of 
Delaware in which they reside. In 1937, 
when racing was legalized in Delaware, they 
bought their first racehorse. Beginning with 
Miss Ferdinand, winner of the Matron and 
Saratoga Speed Handicap in 1939, their colors 
have been carried bv more than a dozen stakes 
winners, including Endine, winner of $306,547.

Lunger, whose horses have been trained by 
Henry S. Clark for a number of years, is a 
member of the New York Stock Exchange, 
and a Wilmington attorney. 

The 72nd Futurity was worth $85,650 to the 
Lungers, their colt’s performance earning him 
the profound respect of The Jockey Club 
handicapper, Thomas E. Trotter. 

When Trotter announced his Experimental 
Handicap weights for the 1961 juvenile gen¬ 
eration, Cyane was assigned 123, three pounds 
below the top weigh ted Crimson Satan. The 
only other colts rated above the Christiana flyer 
were Ridan (125), Donut King and Jaipur, 
124 each. 

A week after his sterling Futurity win 
Cyane was discovered to have a filled right

fore ankle. X-rays revealed a hairline fracture, 
which Clark supposed occurred in the Futurity, 
though it was a week before the first symptoms 
presented themselves. 

Then, as now, Clark will tell you, ‘*He’s 
the best 2-year-old I’ve ever had. He was one 
of the kindest, nicest horses I’ve ever handled. 
Nothing upset him. 

’I’ll never forget the impression Eddie 
Arcaro had of him. It was in a race at Belmont 
a week before the Futurity and Arcaro was 
seeing him for the first time. Cyane was a 
short price. Eddie looked at him in the paddock 
and said, 'He looks like he’s dead. I better wake 
him up good on the way to the post.* 

" 'Don’t worry about him, he’s all right’, I 
said 'Nothing ever bothers this horse.’ And 
sure enough he went about his business.” 

"Going about his business” entailed winning 


by a length and three-quarters from Greek 
Money at equal weights. The following spring, 
Greek Money, also Delaware-owned, went on 
to win the Preakness by a nose from Ridan 
following the celebrated "elbow incident” at 
the wire. 

Put away immediately after the Futurity in 
the hope that he might still make the classics 
the following spring, Cyane began the long, 
slow fight back. Missing the Kentucky Derby 
and Preakness but having had two preps at 
Garden State, the Christiana colt made it to 
Belmont Park on Belmont Stakes day, but he 
was in a race five furlongs short of his target. 

Instead of the third jewel of the Triple 
Crown, Cyane’s strategy board settled on the 
race immediately preceding the Belmont Stakes, 
the 7-furlong Matchem Handicap. The colt 
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won his race, all right, but it was small com¬ 
fort; minutes later Jaipur, a colt Cyane had 
beaten at level weights in the Futurity, won 
the Belmont. 

There was a parallel last year when Buck- 
passer, forced to miss the classics due to a 
quarter crack, was entered in the Sherluck 
Purse, immediately preceding the Belmont. 
Winning in impressive style. Jockey Braulio 
Baeza slid from the Tom Fool horse’s withers, 
passed Trainer Eddie Neloy at the scales and 
said, ’’Boss, you’re running the wrong horse 
in the next race.” 

The reference, of course, was to Stupendous, 
whom Neloy saddled to finish seventh in the 
Belmont Stakes. The winner was Amberoid, 
whom Buckpasser has devoured time and again 
ever since. 

Back to Cyane. 

There was still a day of reckoning insofar 
as Crimson Satan and the Experimental Handi¬ 
cap was concerned, however. This came a 
little more than a month later in the Dwyer 
Handicap at Aqueduct. With a nine-pound 
edge in the weights, Cyane beat the Spy Song 
colt IV 2 lengths in the 114-mile Dwyer. 

Re-injured a month later in the Travers 
when impeded and forced to change course, 
Cyane was running his last race. His career 
spanned only 14 races (6 wins, 4 seconds, 
1 third), but not before the $176,367 winner 
reserved for himself a lofty place among the 
top-ranked members of his generation. 

Until misfortune in the guise of a foot frac¬ 
ture befell him in the Futurity—just when his

Cyane’s first crop attained racing age this 
year, and he is off to a grand start! 

Although his first breeding season was 
interrupted by a case of strangles, Cyane is 
represented by 14 registered foals, five of 
of which have won at this writing. The crop 
is headed by the stakes winner Obeah, awarded 
first money in the Blue Hen at Delaware 
Park, June 24. 

Bill Dunn, who was sold by John S. 
Pettibone, his breeder, at the Eastern Fall 
Yearling Sale at Timonium last September, 
was Cyane’s first winner. Purchased by H. 
Stewart Mitchell for the account of Irene S. 
Comber, for $5,000, he won his debut at Pim¬ 
lico on April 14. 

Bogue Island, named for a Caribbean isle, 
has not started. 

Daring Cy fetched $4,700 when consigned 
to the same Eastern Fall sale as Bill Dunn.

Patrician Lady, bred and owned by Mrs. 
Henry Obre, won her first start—^June 23 at 
Monmouth Park. She is out of the Country 
Life Farm-bred Dance Card, winner of the 1957 
Polly Drummond Stakes. 

Sigh Sigh, owned by Christiana, is out of the 
top producer Enchanted Eve, dam of Smart and 
Tempted. A non-starter, she probably will 
debut at Saratoga and may well be the best of 
Cyane’s first crop. 

Turn to Me, owned by Mrs. Gordon A. Rust 
of Mendenhall, Pa., who is a sister to Mrs. 
Lunger, is another non-starter. Highly regarded 
by her connections, she, too, likely will debut at 
Saratoga. Turn to Me is out of Tempted, voted 
champion handicap mare of 1959, also trained 
by Clark. 

Through racing of June 24, Cyane ranked 
well up among the leading sires of 2-year-olds. 
The only freshman sire to rank above him was 
Green Ticket, who had six winners—no stakes 
winners—from 20 registered foals. Cyane, who 
defeated Green Ticket quite handily in the 
Futurity, had 5 winners from only 14 foals. 

He was bred to a full book of mares this 
year at $2,500. He is very sure with his mares 
and Clark reports that the *Turn-to horse passes 
on his wonderful disposition to his progeny. 

At his retirement to stud, Cyane, who was 
named in honor of Admiral duPont’s ship 
of Civil War vintage, was syndicated into 32 
shares, Christiana and Mrs. Lunger retaining 19. 
Among the other shareholders are Mrs. Henry 
Obre, Stuart S. Janney, Jr., Winlochan Farm,

Sammy Walters Killed 

Veteran trainer Sammy Walters was killed 
last month in an automobile accident near 
Delaware Park. The 50-year-old former jockey 
operated a public stable. Among his recent 
patrons was Samuel M. Pistorio, former 
president of the Maryland Horse Breeders 
Association. 

Mr. Walters was brought to the race tracks 
as a youngster by the late J. P. (Doc) Jones. 
As an apprentice he became leading rider at 
Havre de Grace. Following his retirement from 
the saddle, he worked for many years for J. 
Bowes Bond as assistant trainer. Mr. Walters 
made his home in Laurel. 

The accident occurred at the intersection of 
Routes 40 and 896 in Delaware where Walters’ 
car collided with a truck. He was pronounced 
dead at the Wilmington General Hospital. 
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J. Rollin Hunter 

J. Rollin Hunter, an owner-breeder member 
of the Maryland Horse Breeders Association, 
died last month after an illness of several 
weeks. He was 63. 

Mr. Hunter was owner of the Mills-Frizell- 
Evans Company, a Baltimore typesetting firm; 
owner of Hunter Haven Stables, of Reisters- 
town, and former owner of the Carroll County 
Times, Westminster. 

A native of Carroll county, Mr. Hunter 
had lived in the Reisterstown area for 35 years. 

As a youth, he worked as a linotype operator 
for a printing business in Westminster, and 
from 1947 until 1961 was owner of the Times, 
Inc., Printing Company, in Westminster. 

He owned the Carroll County Times from 
1947 to 1956, and was vice president of the 
newspaper from 1956 to 1965. 

Horses which he owned and bred have 
raced at tracks throughout Maryland and 
Delaware. He was a member of the Maryland 
Pony Breeders’ Association and was a stock¬ 
holder in the National Horse Sales Company. 

Mr. Hunter is survived by his wife, Mrs 
Alma Gore Hunter; a daughter, Heidi R. 
Hunter, of Reisterstown, and a son, Robert C. 
Hunter, of Reisterstown. 

Major W. Douglas Williams 

Army Mayor W. Douglas Williams was 
killed last month in Vietnam during ground 
action 275 miles north of Saigon. Twenty-five 
men under Major Williams’ command were 
also killed during the action. 

Major Williams was a graduate of West 
Point and lived in Hampstead. His mother and 
father, Mr. and Mrs. Charles W. Williams, 
have long been active horse breeders. Mr. 
Williams was, in fact, secretary-treasurer of 
the Maryland Horse Breeders Association 
during the early 1930’s.

and the chartmaker s notation said he won 
‘galloping.” 

Although only two-fifths of a second off the 
track record, Maribeau held a three-length 
margin over the runner-up. Chart footnotes 
state: “Maribeau, hard held while close up 
early, looped the leaders to take command in 
the upper stretch and was merely galloping 
out to the wire.” 

In addition to being by the great *Ribot 
(sire of Graustark, Tom Rolfe, Ribocco 
Ragusa, Molvedo and over 30 other stakes 
winners), Maribeau is out of Cosmah, the dam 
of Tosmah and Fathers Image. 

Cosmah s dam produced Natalma, dam of 
Northern Dancer, winner of the Kentucky 
Derby and Preakness. 

Maribeau raced only as a 3-year-old, making 
seven starts. 

His owner, Anthony Imbesi, explains that 
Maribeau was too big and growthy a colt to 
start as a 2-year-old. Imbesi (who also owned 
Tosmah) purchased Maribeau as a weanling at 
Keeneland for $23,000. At that time the price 
was the second highest ever paid for a 
weanling. 

Regarding the injury which ended Mari- 
beau’s career as a 3-year-old, Mr. Imbesi says: 

“After he won the Fountain of Youth in 
Florida, he was a little lame and, as we later 
found out, he had suffered a hair-line fracture. 
We did not know it at the time. With patience, 
he came around all right, and we shipped to 
Garden State. He won again, but once more 
a subsequent gimpiness developed and this 
time we used the X-ray. The hair-line fracture 
was detected. Under treatment it mended 
rapidly. 

“Late that summer at Atlantic City he was 
being trained and the ‘dogs’ were up on the 
racing strip. He threw the exercise boy, and 
rapped himself on one of the ‘dogs’. That was 
it for me. He was too fine a horse to risk 
further, too potentially great to take any 
further chance with. I retired him.” 

As to Maribeau’s new home, Cecil county, 
it is the location of Mrs. du Font’s establish¬ 
ment which has been admired by many in the 
Thoroughbred industry. At this home of many 
winning Thoroughbreds, Mrs. du Pont has 
appointments for all phases of the breeding 
industry, and is adding more. She intends to 
emphasize Cecil county, Maryland, and make 
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Anthony Imbesi's Maribeau, Maryland's Newest Stallion. 


that northeast section of the state one of the 
best known in the nation from a Thoroughbred 
breeding standpoint. 

Maribeau stands more than 16.2 and is 
perhaps *Ribot’s biggest son. Now 5, Maribeau 
will stand on a private contract basis. 

Mrs. du Pont, overjoyed at the potential of 
Maribeau, said: "I have been interested in this 
stallion for some time, and believe he will 
make his mark in the Thoroughbred world. 
Cecil county is up and coming, and it is nice 
to have the advantages of the Maryland Fund 
for foals dropped in this state, but we have 
our sights on the biggest things for the get 
of Maribeau, and feel sure we will not be 
disappointed.” 

As a son of Cosmah, Mrs. du Pont believes 
the bottom line in his pedigree could not be 
surpassed. She pointed out that Cosmah is the 
half-sister to Natalma who produced the Ken¬ 
tucky Derby winner Northern Dancer for 
Canada’s Edward P. Taylor. Mr. Taylor’s recent¬ 
ly completed Cecil county farm and training 
track is exactly across the road from Mrs. du 
Pont’s Woodstock Farm which is the last word 
in appointments and is known to thousands 


as the home of Kelso, world’s greatest money 
winning Thoroughbred. 

Mr. Imbesi, master of Briardale Farm, calls 
Maribeau "El Magnifico” and he believes that 
designation is justified. He said: "I don’t think 
there is anything like Maribeau. He is big, 
strong, grand looking and potent. I have the 
highest hopes that under Mrs. du Pont’s direc¬ 
tion new breeding history will be made with 
this son of Ribot.” 

The fertility tests on Maribeau were made 
by Dr. Loren Evans, attached to the University 
of Pennsylvania’s New Bolton Center, who 
found Maribeau’s tests "as good as they possibly 
could be.” Said Dr. Evans further: "The 
fertility test was above average, both as to 
concentration of semen, and as to longevity of 
semen.” 

Maribeau was bred to 9 mares in 1966, and 
there are six live foals. Another mare brought 
forth twins, and one miscarried. In 1967 Mari¬ 
beau was bred to 27 mares, according to Mr. 
Imbesi’s manager, Fred Keazer, and 22 have 
been examined to date. Of these 22 mares 
examined, 20 were found to be postive, or 
in foal. •

J ust as it often happens at the races, where 
a good young horse has a tough time beating a 
good older horse (recent example: Damascus 
vs. Exceedingly), so it is in the horse show 
game, where a talented young rider is hard-put 
to beat a more experienced rider. 

But at this year’s 23 rd renewal of the Mary¬ 
land Pony Show, a bright and determined 
14-year-old named Carol Thomson had no 
trouble winning the equitation championship 
over a field that included some topnotch stars, 
many of them 17 or already turned 18, and in 
their last season of riding in the junior division. 

Carol, whose quiet hands and steady legs 
were much admired by the railbird contingent, 
rode her own hunting mare, May Day, and her 
sister Christie’s Secret Agent in the various 
horsemanship events throughout the four-day 
event to pick up a blue, two seconds and a 
fourth. 

Because the first place was in a novice class, 
only the two seconds qualified her for the finals. 
(She had placed behind Mary Supik in the

American Horse Shows Association medal class, 
and behind Ira Zimmerman in the ASPCA 
horsemanship.) The ride-off, at the end of a 
long and wearying Sunday session, found 
Zimmerman so tatigued that he pulled up his 
horse after one jump on the outside course. 
Zimmerman, 17 and in his last junior year, had 
ample reason to be tired; he rode 29 diflFerent 
horses during the show, and was taking part 
in a 5-foot jumpoff in the open jumping stake 
as the equitation finals began. 

Miss Thomson took her first round on May 
Day, then was instructed by the judges to 
change horses with Barbara DeMaio, 16, of 
Chevy Chase. The payoff came when all four 
survivors were asked to trot without stirrups 
on their "swapped” mounts; Miss Thomson did 
it with such ease that she posted exactly as if

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she had stirrups. She won the championship, 
with Miss DeMaio the reserve champion. 

A mild flap appeared to be in the making 
after the class ended. A professional trainer 
with two youngsters in the finals protested to 
the management that Miss Thomson was in 
violation of AHSA rules because she rode two 
horses in the course of the various equitation 
events. 

The steward argued the point, then suggest¬ 
ed that the trainer call an AHSA official in 
New York to settle the question. The call 


promptly was made, and the official informed 
his questioner that there was no such rule if the 
horses involved had competed in any other class 
in the show with the same rider. Both the 
Thomson mounts had been ridden by her in 
a number of events, so there was no violation 
and the championship stood as pinned. 

May Day also piled up 12 points to win the 
junior hunter championship of the "B” section, 
over All Around Farm’s Pinostris, with 10. 
The ”A” division was dominated by Dr. 
Christine Kehne’s High Girl, another of the 
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For many of the exhibitors, the show was a family affair with the 
mothers, fathers, brothers and sisters chipping in their services. 


many Zimmerman winners, with 17 points, 
and High Girl retired the Dr. and Mrs. Sidney 
Graff am Challenge Trophy for junior handy 
working hunters, which had been in competi¬ 
tion since 1945. Dr. Kehnes reliable veteran 
mare earned legs on the trophy back in 1957, 
when her rider was the eldest Zimmerman son, 
Richard, and in 1959, when Jimmie Zimmer¬ 
man was her rider. 

The grand champion came as no surprise 
to onlookers because it went to one of the 
winning-est large ponies in the Nation, 


Deborah Cahns inimitable Prim n Proper, 
also the large pony title-winner. "Prim,” as the 
personable little roan mare is known to her 
family, claims both Maryland and Pennsylvania 
connections, because the pony herself lives at 
Junie Culp’s barn in Gwynedd Valley, Pa., and 
her 15-year-old owner lives in Pikesville, Md. 

The grand championship specifically is 
limited to ponies, but the show s actual high- 
point winner was a horse, Dickey Boutelle’s 
Cheyenne, who piled up 18 points in the junior 
jumper division. And what a horse is this 
Cheyenne; he leaped in such agile style that 
most of the ringside conversation seemed to be 
centered on him. 

The Boutelle s bred the 6-year-old at their 
farm in Middletown, Md. and he is by an 
Arabian stallion out of an unregistered Thor¬ 
oughbred mare. Miss Boutelle s mother hunts 
him in the fall and winter. 

Cheyenne, fresh from a big championship 
victory at the Washington Sanitarium Hospital 
horse show in Gaithersburg earlier in the week, 
was defeated in only one of the four classes 
he entered at Timonium. He wound up with 
three blues and a second for his imposing point 
score, and his 14-year-old owner-rider was 
beseiged with inquiries about him. Surely a 
more capable natural jumper hasn’t been seen 
around these parts in many a year. 

The show, which long ago earned the title 
of "largest pony show in the world,” lived up 
to its reputation by being bigger than ever. 
There were 360 individual horses entered, 
180 equitation riders, and there were so many 
large pony entries that, for the first time, they 
had to be divided into two sections. (There 
were 70 of them; the division is required un¬ 
der the rules when there are more than 40.) 

The small pony hunter champion was a 
former grand champion at Timonium, Sindy 
Paul’s Squeaky, with 14 points over David 
Brinkley’s Miles River Moonglow, with 10. 
David, 7, was one of the youngest riders in the 
division. 

Butch Gardner had things pretty much his 
own way in the medium hunter division; he 
rode his own Farnley Hi-Li to the champion¬ 
ship, and had the mount on Mrs. William 
Ludwig’s Swamp Fox for reserve. 
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Carol Thomson jumps her May Day, the Junior 
Working Hunter Champion of Section B. Miss 
Thomson also won Hunter Seat Equitation. 

Butch was the rider on Crown Prince II, 
the high-flying gray who was in the lead for 
points in two divisions until the last day of the 
show. He finally wound up by winning a jump- 
off to break a 10-all tie with Cub Run Farm’s 
Clever Cat in the jumper division. Then he had 
to hack off to break another deadlock with 
Lucy Weinstein’s Cordial Miss in the hunter 
section, and here he could do no better than 
reserve as Cordial Miss was named champion. 

The longest class in this marathon show 
turned out to be the Gittings horsemanship, 
which required nearly three hours to judge 
some 70 entries and eventually concluded at 
9 p. m. with Miss DeMaio as the winner. Miss 
Supik second and Duffie Duckett third. The 
judges confided later that it was unbelievably 
difficult to judge, and the whole situation of 
* an embarrassment of entries” set the man¬ 
agement to working on a solution. None pre¬ 
sented itself quickly, but there was some talk 
of having qualifying classes for tremendous 
classes in future years.

2. a vibration which shakes the chassis, 3. a sputtering cough from an engine capable 
of humming. 

We think we've observed all of these symptoms in the Thoroughbred industry, 
particularly with breeders who deal in low-quality horses. 

To get up that hill, breeders must be willing to shift. 

Sentiment for a tried and proven failure is one thing. Success is something else. 

There's plenty of money in racing for the good horse. Pitifully little for the 
cheap one. 

Those who refuse to shift gears may have to back down that Belvedere avenue 
hill. Then they can start all over again—providing, of course, that they're still alive 
after getting back to level ground.
